CONSENT  DECISION  AND 
ORDER 


This  proceeding  was  instituted  under  the  Animal  Welfare  Act,  as  amended  (7  U.S  .C. 

§ 2131^  ^•),  by  a complaint  filed  by  the  Administrator,  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection 
Service,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  alleging  that  the  respondent  willfully  violated 
the  Act  and  the  regulations  issued  pursuant  to  the  Act  (9  C.F.R.  § 1.1  et  This  decision  is 
entered  pursuant  to  the  consent  decision  provisions  of  the  Rules  of  Practice  applicable  to  this 


proceeding(7C.F.R.§  1.138). 

The  respondent  admits  the  jurisdictional  allegations  in  the  complaint  and  specifically 
admits  that  the  Secretary  has  jurisdiction  in  this  matter,  neither  admits  nor  denies  the  remaining 
allegations,  waives  oral  hearing  and  further  procedure,  and  consents  and  agrees,  for  the  purpose 
of  settling  this  proceeding,  to  the  entry  of  this  decision.- 

The  complainant  agrees  to  the  entry  of  this  decision. 

Findings  of  Fact 

1.  Respondent  Zoological  Subdistrict  of  the  Metropolitan  Zoological  Park  and 

Museum  District  (hereinafter  “r  espondent”),  is  a statutorily  created  political  subdivision  of  the 
state  of  Missouri  doing  business  as  the  St,  Louis  Zoological  Park,  and  whose  agent  for  service  of

1 any  corporate  or  other  device,  shall  eeasd  and  desist  from  violating  the  Act  and  the  regulations 

and  standards  issued  thereunder,  and  in  particular,  shall  cease  and  desist  from: 

(a)  failing  to  use  appropriatelmethods  to  prevent  and  control  diseases  and  injuries; 

(b)  failing  to  handle  animals  ps  carefully  as  possible  in  a manner  that  does  not  cause 

jp,  ( ; trauma,  behavioral  stress,|  physical  harm  or  unnecessary  discomfort; 

(c)  failing  to  ensure  that  the  attending  veterinarian  has  appropriate  authority  to:  ensure 
the  provision  of  adequate  jveterinary  care  and  to  oversee  the  adequacy  of  other 
aspects  of  animal  care  anti  use;  and 

(d)  failing  to  remove  trash  and  other  debris  from  animal  enclosures  as  often  as 
necessary  to  minimize  health  and  disease  hazards. 

2.  Respondent  is  assessed  a civil  penalty  in  the  amount  of  $7,500,  which  shall  be 
paid  by  a certified  check  or  money  order  made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  United  States  and  sent
